REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The allowable subject matter is found in independent claim 1 and subsequent 
dependent claims. Specifically, in combination with the entirety of the claim, the 
limitations requiring a body cover disposed on a side surface of the body, a base cover 
disposed on the base of the body and a gap formed on an inner side of a lower portion 
of the body cover between the body cover and the base cover so that air is upwardly 
taken in. The closest prior art, Teruo et al. (JP 2001-182978) fail to disclose or fairly 
teach the body cover disposed on a side surface of the body, a base cover disposed on 
the base of the body and a gap formed on an inner side of a lower portion of the body 
cover between the body cover and the base cover so that air is upwardly taken in.
